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Ringworm from Canaries.— MacLhod (llritith Journal of Dermatology, 
May, 1001), at a seanco of tho Dermatological Society of London, presented 
a photograph of a caao of /ingworm in a boy, nged nino yenru, of inoro than 
ordinary interest, owing to tho unusual sourco of tho infection. Thcro was 
n well-defined plaquo upon tho back of tho left wrist about two inches in 
diameter, reddish in color, uniformly elevated abovo tho surrounding skin, 
with a slightly raised vesicular border. Tho patch, which had lasted about 
ten days, was peculiar in that it had not cleared up In tho centre. Tho dis¬ 
ease was traced to a pair of pet canariea which tho patient was accustomed 
to feed upon his hand. Tho skin of tho head and neck of both birds was 
bald, presenting hero and thcro stumps of feathers, but was not inflamed. 
Microscopical examination of tho stumps of feathers showed spores and 
fragments of mycelium. Tho spores wero irregular in shapo and sire, and 
seemed to bo less resistant tlmn those of ordinary ringworm, breaking up 
readily in liquor potassre, so that it was difficult to obtain satisfactory speci¬ 
mens. Attempts to cultivate tho fungus were unsuccessful. 

Disseminated Gangreno of the Skin In Children. —Veiu.on and 
Halle (Annates de Dermatologic el de Syphiligraphie, 1901, No. fi) report a 
case of multiple gaugreno of tho skin occurring in a child, nged eighteen 
months, following an attack of measles, Tho measles presented nothing 
peculiar, tho attack being of ordinary severity; but four days after tho 
nppearanco of tho eruption lesions filled with a bloody fluid appeared upon 
the back of tho neck, which wero soon transformed Into variously-shod, 
round and oval ulcers involving tho entiro thickness of tho skin. These 
gangrenous ulcers rapidly extended, in somo instances destroying large areas 
of skin. Resides theso ulcers impetiginous, ecthymatous, and phlegmonous 
lesions occurred upon tho forehead, scalp, and hand. Marked elevation of 
temperaturo and dyspnoea accompanied tho disease, which terminated fatally 
at tho end of two weeks. Bacteriological examination of tho pus from a 
number of tho lesions showed tho presence of tho staphylococcus aureus and 
an anaerobic bacillus previously described by ono of tho authors ns tho 
S'aeillus ramoaus; microscopical examination of sections of tho gangrenous 
thauo showed tho same bacillus. Tho authors conclude that their caso shows 
tliat disseminated gangreno of the skin in children is not an isolated nffee* 
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tion, but that, clinically and pathogcnically, it is a discaso which should bo 
placed in (he class of true gangrenes, which bacteriology shown aro duo to 
tho growth in the tissues of strictly anaerobic micro-organisms. 

Multiplo Ulcere of tho Hands Due to Occupation.— Ham. (Ilritith 
Journal of Dermatology June, 1001) reports tho following case: A man, 
aged sixty-two years, suffered from an eruption of the hands of ten years' 
duration, characterized by hypcncmin, roughness, and branny desquamation ; 
cracks and fissures also occurred about tho knuckles and on the backs of tho 
hands. Tho chief feature, however, was tho presenco of isolated ulcers on 
various parts of tho fingers, which appeared from time to time, healing up 
after some weeks’ duration or enlarging without any attempt at healing. 
These ulcers varied in aizo from a split pea to n sixpence, and wero painful. 
Tho patient was employed in polishing elcetro-plato by means of finely- 
powdered lime mixed with a small quantity of olivo oil, which, getting into 
the Assure* in the skin, produced ulceration. When measures were taken to 
prevent this the ulcers speedily heated. 

Iluoo; and Lavbry (Annaltt tle Dermfofoyie (l (k fyphffiyraphif, I90l t 
No. -I) describo a form of ulceration occurring upon tho hands of thoso 
employed in dyeing skins, vulgarly called 11 1( l>uj(Onnmi” TIlO affection 
is characterized by tho presenco of variously sized, round or oval, punched- 
out, quite deep ulcers situated upon the ends of tho fingers and the dorsal 
surfaco of the left thumb. Tho pain accompanying tho affection is usually 
quite severe, often causing (ho patient to cry out. Tho ulcerations taka 
their origin in Blight excoriations or Assures arising from any cause, and 
continue so long as the patient continues at his work, slowly extending in 
clrcumforcnco and depth. Withdrawal from work is followed by healing 
of the ulcerations. Tho authors attribute tho malady to the action of tho 
irritating and mildly caustic substances contained in tho various fluids 
employed in preparing tho skins for dyeing. 


Phlebitis Nodularis Necrotisans.— Puii iit. on (Archiv jur Dermatologic 
und Nyphilit, Hand Jv., Heft 2) under tho nbovo title reports a case which 
exhibited lesions corresponding clinically with the so-called tuberculides of 
Darier. Tho patient, a girl, aged eighteen years, two years beforo coming 
under Pliilippson’s observation, had had an eruption of painful pustules upon 
the legs, which nftcr a timo became ulcers and healed very slowly. When 
first Been there were n number of rounded ulcers surrounded by a marked 
halo, irregularly distributed o*’er tho legs, tho bottoms covered with necrotic 
tissue. These began as inflammatory spots, which after a week or two 
became necrotic in tho centre, forming ulcers which slowly spread periph¬ 
erally. A few firm, bluish nodules wero aho observed on the heel and outer 
nido of the foot. Microscopical examination of excised lesions showed that 
tho process was nn inflammatory one arising in tho bloodvessels, the most 
marked changes being in tlio branches of the venous network which lies in 
the fat-tissue beneath the cutis. Tho author concludes from tho study of 
this case that tho tuberculides begin ns a phlebitis.
